The New York stock 
market was dull and weak.—The Chicago 
grain markets were active and heavy Satur- 
day, especially earn, while provisions were 
steady, though easier. As compared with 
Friday pork and meats closed unchanged, 
lard a shade easier, wheat J cent lower, 
corn 1% cents lower for this month and & 
cent lower for January, oate M cent lower, 
barley steady, {rye and flaxseeds 1 cent 
lower. Our receipts of grain for last. week 
exceeded the shipments by 277,000 bushels 
in wheat and 448,000 bushels in corn. The 
packing of this city since the beginning of 
the current season jncludes 1,444,000 hogs, 
against 1,208,000 to the same time last year 
aud 1,368,000 to do in 1888.

Sovrg WATERSTRERT in this city is pass- 
ing through a season of severe depression. 
Profits are reduced to the point where they 
cease to pay the current expenses of hand- 
ling the produee consigned there by country 
holders for sale. And, strangely enough, 
this results from plethora, not from scarcity. 
The dealers are loaded down to such an ex- 
tent that they can only sell by cutting prices 
to the quick, Last week, for instance, 
dressed poultry wag selling at two to three 
cents per pound, with dressed turkeys and 
geese at six to seyen cents. Even these fig- 
ures may have to be reduced the coming 
week, as the supply of stuff is greater than 
ever. Not less than sixteen car loads of 
poultry were standing on the tracks of the 
Northwestern Koad last Saturday morning, 
and the supply on other lines was said to 
be so large ag to form a total vast enough to 
almost paralyze the trade. Its representative 
men say itis impossible for sueh a state of 
things to continue. Either the business 
must change its character or they will be 
forced to modify materially their methods of 
transacting it. Cheaper quarters or a cheaper 
class of help, or both, would seem to be a 
necessity with those who remain, while the 
weaker ones will have to retire. One of the 
oldest dealers on the street sold out a few 
days ago, and it is rumored that several 
others fear they will be obliged to fallow his 
example eyen if they haye not already re- 
solved te do so, 


THE ANNUAL RAID ON THE CITY 
TREASURY, 

Towards the close of each year it is the 
duty ef the chiefs of the various municipal 
departments to submit to the Common Coun- 
cil estimates of money needed for running 
their respective branches of the City Gov- 
ernment during the ensuing year, It hap- 
pens almost invariably that the estimates 
submitted are very mnch larger than for the 
year just drawing te a close, There will 
probably be no departure from this general 
rule this time. Two of the departments 
have already practically determined on their 
estimates, The Superintendent of Police 
has intimated that he will ask for $240.000 
more. than was granted last year, and the 
School Department will ask for an increase 
of about $200,000. The Health, Fire, 
Building, and other department chiefs 
will not be behindhand. Every one of 
them will want more money, that he may 
have a chance to employ more men and to 
increase his own and other salaries. The 
only obstacle in the way of obtaining all that 
is asked for is that very wise provision of 
the State Constitution which limits the 
amount to be raised by taxation to 2 per cent 
of the assessed valuation. Under this pro- 
vision only about $2,800,000 can be raised by 
taxation next year for genera] city purposes. 
The amount to be raised for school purposes 
Is practically unlimited according to a Su- 
preme Court decision rendered a couple of 
years ago. But it will be necessary, if the 
Council wishes to adopt the suggestions of 
the heads of the departments, to raise about 
$2,000,000 from licenses. As such a plan 
would interfere with certain interests 
* nursed” by the Aldermen, the probability 
is that the appropriations for the depart- 
ments will not come up to the full measure of 
the department chiefs’ ideas. And perhaps 
this is well. 

Take the Police Department, for instance. 
Superintendent Ebersold gays he wants 100 
additional men, and he wants to increase the 
salaries of 300 officers now on the ferce. It 
is only a year since 300 men were added 
to the Police Department after it had been 
illegally and fraudulently declared that the 
people of the city had voted $1,000,000 of the 


efficient services rendered by the increased 
force since then, as far as known, were at the 
polls last spring in aid of the reélection of 
Carter H. Harrison, Are the additional 100 
men asked for now expected to perform sim- 
ilar services a year from next April ? Then 
as to the increase in salaries, involving an ex- 
penditure of $120,000, what is the necessity 
for this? Has there been greater efficiency ? 


Hardly=-except, perhaps, in a political way. 


Has the cost of living increased? Certainly 


license fund for that purpose. The most 
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year have monopolized the twelve or thirteen 
hundred thousand dollars added to the city’s 
revenue by the High-License law, which the 
Mayor and the Democratic Aldermen ‘fought 
so bitterly. Turn what way Mey may, the 
civic fathers will have to refuse the in- 
creased appropriations asked for, and the 
political hangers-on who look for an enlarged 
expenditure each year to open the way for 
obtaining a fat salary will have to wait until 
the lucky ones who have caught on,“ to 
use one of their own favorit expressions, die, 
resign, or are “bounced.” That tax limita- 
tion is a great reformer. It has even enabled 
the Acting Mayor to pose before the public 
as an economist. He has been forced to be 
one in a certain sense. It should be always 
borne In mind, however, that under his 
Administration every cent that could be raised 
by taxation of by means of license ordinance 
has been expended. 


TWENTY-SEVEN UNFAITHFUL RE- 
PUBLICANS. 

The twenty-seven Republican Congress- 
men, ineluding several from Illinois, who 
voted in favor of the Democratic plunder 
scheme far.dividing the appropriations among 
the committees have to answer for an act 
which the masses of the party emphatically 
condemn. It is no excuse for this action for 
them to say that they wanted to give the 
Democrats full scopé and allow them to 
plunder the Treasury so as to make political 
capital for the Republicans hereafter. This 
is a low, degraded, immoral, partisan view 
of the duty which every Congressman owes 
to his party as well as to the country. Under 
no circumstances will the Republican party 
approve the action of any of its members in 
voting to encourage a Democratie raid on the 
Treasury. The Republican Congressmen 
who voted with the Democrats to give the 
latter power to carry out the grab game have 
abused the confidence of their constituents 
and misrepresented thelr party. They were 
sent to Congress to oppose and defeat all 
such schemes instead of conspiring to give 
others the privilege of plundering the Treas- 
ury. Their action deserves the prompt and 
vigorous denunciation of every Republican. 

To allew the Democrats to waste millions 
of public money so that Republicans may 
gain the benefit of the popular indignation 
thus excited is a mischievous, factious, dem- 
agogical policy. It is the duty of every Be- 
publican Congressman to do the best he can 
for the publie interests, and whenever he 
can oppose Democratic plunder schemes he is 
bound to do so, He can depend upon it that 
all such exertions will be appreciated by the 
party and the people, and that political 
capital’ made in this way will be much more 
valuable than any secured by encouraging 
Demeeratic waste, fraud, and extravagance. 
The situation is all the worse for the Repub- 
lican Congressmen. who voted to make the 
Treasury a arab-bag for the fifteen commit- 
tees of the House when it isremembered that 
the seheme was fought by Sam Randall and 
a few other leading Democrats. When the 
consequences of the Democratic Treasury 
raid are fully developed the names of the 
twenty-seven Republicans will be paraded as 
men whe aided and abetted the plunder 
scheme, if they did not actually participate in 
it, Republican Congressmen ought to keep 
their hands entirely clear of Demoeratic 
pitch, 

Three-fourths of the taxes which will be 
voted away in the general grab must be paid 
by Republicans. The districts represented 
by Republican Cengressmen witl have to 
bear the main part of the burden. Demo- 
crats usually reason that as taxes are paid in 
the greater proportion by Republieans any- 
thing they can secure by a raid on the Treas- 
ury isso much clear gain for their party, and 
is in the nature of a tax levied on Republic- 
ans for the benefit of the poor men” in 
the Democratic party who pay no taxes but 
are always ready fora grab, In pursuance 
of this policy the scheme for distributing 
appropriations was devised in order to dissi- 
pate the surplus. It was a characteristic 
scheme to feed as many as possible of the 
hungry and thirsty at the public trough; it 
originated in the chronic disposition of the 
Democratic party to suberdinate the public 
good to partisan desires, and for that reason 
should have been opposed by g solid Repub- 
liean vote. There is no justification for the 
twenty-seven unfaithful Republicans who 
have in fact made themselves Democratic 
imitators by preferring parfisan ends to the 


public good. 


A YANKEE-ENGLISH PRIMROS2. 

The American woman in Ameriea has not 
yet played an appreciable part in political 
can vasses, but the American woman in En- 
gland, in the handsome and attractive shape 
of Lady Randolph Churehill, formerly Miss 
Jerome of New York, was an engine ef tre- 
mendous power in shunting Liberals off the 
track into the ditch of defeat. This charm- 
ing and yersatile Yankee woman had the 
hardihood even to inyade smoky and sooty 
Birmingham, the bailiwiek of John Bright, 
and nearly demoralized the good old Quaker 
with the dash and brillianey ef her cam- 
paigning operations, Her ligutenantess was 
the Duchess of Marlborough, and the two 
ladies head the Primrose League, a secret 
order numbering thousands of members, 
though but three years old; the primrose 
having been selected as their symbol becanse 
it was such a favorit with Lord Beaconsfield. 
The very centre of its operating machinery is 
a Ladies’ Grand Council, at the head of 
which is Lady Randolph, The committees 
in the various towns are called ‘t Habita- 
tions,” the ladies Dames,“ the gentlemen 
„Kuights, “ ‘tCompanions,” Almoners,“ 
or Harbingers,“ and the badges worn show 
a monogram P. L.,“ surrounded by prim- 
roses. 


A representative of the Pall Mall Gazette 
who has had an interview with Lady Ran- 
dolph gives some very pleasant gossip of the 
„ dame's“ brilliant campaign. She went to 
Birmingham and opered a “ habitation,” and 
within a fortnight she had 500 ladies actively 
at work making house te house visitations. 
Zach lady made herself responsible for a 
certain district in the city, and Lady Ran- 
dolph herself took charge of the rough and 
doubtful cases. It was not long before she 
was a prime favorit with the Brmingham 
artisans. She says: 1 have visited some 
of the poorest hauses in Birmingham and en- 
countered some of the roughest of its people, 
but { have had only one case in which I was 
received with anything but the greatest 
Courtesy and politeness, eyen by my oppo- 
nents.” She canvassed the back streets and 
byways and spoke to the workingmen in 
the factaries. She chatted with the elect- 
ors and their wives, even when they 
were not of her way of thinking at all, 
Ani displayed infinit taet in dealing with 
the men by first winning over the women 
and the children, and filling their homes full 
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of the fascinating odor of the primrose. She 
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against * Danes but she went on 
radiant way, dazzling the sooty voters with 
her beauty and and bewitching them 
e os gg meg ing Tory speeches, 
he hergelf, indeed, 


— . * campaign in the following 
retiark; Women, who have no vote, 
should help largely to contribute to their in- 
fluence in canyassing, as proving their dis- 
interestedness, and should lend weight to 
those powers of argument which they are 
well known to possess and in which they 
can infuse all the persuasive gentleness char- 
acteristic of their sex.” 

It was au act of characteristic audacity for 
Lord Randolph Churchill to contest Birming- 
ham with John Bright, and it is likely that 
he would not have thought of it had it not 
been for the Yankee Primrose, who had al- 
ready drawn the Woodstock Hodges into her 
net. Her victory was not complete; but, as 
we have said, she came near demoralizing 
J. B. and whittled his majority down fear- 
fully. Elsewhere her companion Primroses 
made fearful havoc among the Liberals, aid- 
ed and counseled by the fairest and daintiest 
flower of them all, who, though an exotic, 
showed she could bloom outside of a con- 
servatory and shed lustre and perfume in the 
dingiest corners of black Birmingham. It is 
questionable whether even Mr. Parnell with 
his manifesto or Lord Salisbury with all his 
influence did sos much towards the Liberal 
carnage as this bright, smart, wide-awake 
Yankee woman. Perhaps there is a moral 
in her style of campaign which might be of 
value to the wordy advocates of woman’s 
right of suffrage in this country. It 
might be summed up in the advice 
to grumble less and do more. Lady 
Randolph spent no time in idle com- 
plaints because women could not vote, but 
went to work and made eleetors vote as she 
wanted them to vote, and set other women 
about the same business. With the exception 
of Lady Curzon, who lost her back hair in an 
encounter, the phalanx of Primroses came in 
with flying eolors. However much Amert- 
cans may sympathize with Liberal principles, 
there is not one who will not admire the 
smartness and pluck and who would not 
gallantly wear the badge of their country- 
woman, the fairest and sweetest flower of 
them all, who so thoroughly witched the 
stolid Britighers, 


HOW TRADES-UNIONISTS CAN BET- 
TER THEIR CONDITION, 

The trades-uniongs of the various cities 
are invited to send a delegate to a convention 
to be held in New York Dec. 27 for the pur- 
pose of spreading e¢odperative principles 
among artisans on the English plan, which, 
after many failures and disappointments, has 
finally been made sueoessful in some lines of 
manufacture and business. All the co- 
operative experiments in this country, with 
perhaps a very few exceptions, have proven 
failures. But the conditiops are entirely 
different between the insular people of En- 
gland, of one race and language, where 
everything is so compact and coneentrated 
that it is like working in a single community 
and competition is not extended over thou- 
sands of miles, and our people, comprising a 
dozen different races, with different languages, 
different habits, and different modes of 
thought and action. In England the knowledge 
of business and its results has been condensed 
through genergtions until harmony ef action 
oan be secured. In this country any such 
plan of codperative manufacture as exists in 
England is handicapped by a lack of knowl- 
edge as to the matter of cost and 
proht, by a lack of unity owing to 
the absence eof that autocratic control 
which is absolutely necessary te suceess, 
by jealousies, dissatisfaction, and wranglings, 
Perhaps after a while the obstaeles te sue- 
cess may be overeome and some lines of busi- 
ness may be made to presper on the eodper- 
ative plan, But the object of codperation is 
not to reduce the cost of living but to en- 
hance earnings, Itis a curious fact that all 
the thoughts and strivings of the trades- 
unions are to secure higher wages—more 
money for work—and no organized effort is 
ever made to inerease the purchasing power 
of the money earned. There has been no 
codperation of the trades-unionists to pur- 
chase the necessaries of life any cheaper 
than at the dearest retail, This is a truly 
surprising oversight, To prevent reductions 
of wages when the market sags down, and to 
push up pay when possible and maintaip 
jong and desperate strike battles with em- 
ployers, and to shorten the hours of labor 
without reduction of wages appear to em- 
brace the whole trades-union program up to 
the present tima. 

Why should net the trades-unions use the 
powerful organized machinery which they 
have in hand and in such excellent working 
order te increase the purehasing power of 
their money? Is it not clear to them that 
there is more room for making money by 
buying cheaply than there is by pushing 
wages up, which also involves pushing prices 
up on themselves as consumers? They will 
not deny that they now have to pay on the 
average one-third more for all articles their 
families consume than the rich or those who 
are forehanded, thrifty, and can pay cash. 
Worse than this, they not only haye to pay 
far more for their wants, but they get in- 
ferior goods. It is this class whieh has oleo- 
margarine, dampened sugar, bad tea, imita- 
tion coffee, stale meat, decayed eggs, with- 
ered vegetables, and adulterated articles of 
food palm off on them; and they are contin- 
ually cheated in weight and measure, The 
man who buys by small driblets, or half- 
pound, or half-peck, and mostly on eredit, 
ean never hope for fair treatment or the ad- 
vantage the man has who can buy by the 
quantity and pay money down for it. 

There are in this eity, it is claimed, 50,000 
tratles- union families receiving in yearly 
wages about $40,000,000. It is safe to say 
that $25,000,000 of this sum is expended in 
clothes, food, medicine, fuel, and furniture, 
and that if they could buy at the same ad- 
vantage as the more forehanded people in 
the community their yearly bill of articles of 
consumption would be reduced one-third, 
leaving them $8,000,000 of their wages for 
other uses. 

The method of doing this is simple, prac- 
tical, and feasible, Suppose the trades- 
unions divide the city, or those portions of it 
where the workingmen live, into conyenient 
precinets or districts containing each 500 or 
1,000 families, as the case may be, and each 
family be pledged to purchase their sup- 
ES where they can be had cheapest and 

t, Then let the Trades Assembly appoint 
a judicious committee we shall ee 
for proposals to supply s list of artiel 
family use, embgacing meats, vegetables, 
ceries, fuel, and as many other things as 
may be deemed advisable for the trades- union 
families in that district.

The cash feature of the scheme is the 
sine qua non of its success. With “tick” 
it would prove a failure. ‘Phe contractor can 
only bid low for cash down when the goods 
are removed.

Trust leads to bad 
debts and heavy loss to the dealer, and he 
must therefore charge those who do pay 
their bills a great deal more for their goods 
to recoup himself than if he did a strictly cash 
business and had a large custom. No_arti- 
san’s family, with any habits of thrift, so- 
briety, and prudence, but can have the ready 
cash when they need the groceries, bread, 
meat, milk, fuel, ete. Cash down and 
no trust is the pivot on which 
the plan of cheap supplies revolves. 
The cash business will enable not only the 
customer but the contractor himself to buy 
far more cheaply than others, The plan is a 
very simple one, and will not require a tithe 
of the machinery which is now employed in 
trying to force higher wages or to prevent 
reductions of pay on falling markets. The 
party furnishing the goods will also furnish 
the skill and capital, will do the purchasing 
and handling, will select the place of busi- 
ness, and perform all the essentials which 
the trades-unions cannot perform as mer- 
chants. The business will be in the hands 
of experts in merchandising who have all the 
machinery for buying the products and filling 
the orders. In this respect our trades-unions 
would have an infinit advantage over the En- 
glish unions, which have to get up their own 
stores and manage a complicated business. 

It cannot be charged that such a scheme is 
impracticable, It inyolves the identical meth- 
ods by which the National Government sup 
ports its army and navy and takes care of the 
Indians; by which the State and municipal 
governments administer their supphes and 
railroad companies construct public works, 
and by whieh builders and manufacturers 
transact their business. Itcan be universally 
applied, and can be made just as effective in 
small cities as ip the larger, and it ean 
become just as universal a custom among 
trades-unious as that of the present methods 
of enhancing wages or protecting them when 
fixed, Its @ivantages would first be enjoyed 
by the trades-union families, but it would 
not be long before other fanijlies of 
the wage classes would also make an 
effort to secure to them and theirs 
the benefits of the system, and the 
whole community would be blessed. This 
scheme is commended to the trades-unions 
as worthy of their serious cansideration, Let 
them ask themselves why they should not 
employ the machinery which they are now 
using for protecting or foreing wages up and 
see if they capnot by organization put prices 
of living down and thus Inerease the pur- 
chasing power of their wages. It will be 
well fer them to eonsider if they eannot 
make more money by the latter plan than by 
the former; for a penny saved in expense is 
as good as a 2 earned by work.

THE verdict of the jury giving "Jesper E. 
Sweet two years in the penitentiary for the 
killing of Dr. Waugh is not to be regarded 
as a modification of the unwritten soelal law 
which justifies the man who takes the life of 
his wife’s seducer, The circumstances in 
Sweet's ease were rather unusual. Accerd- 
ing to his own testimony he discovered Aus. 
7 the criminal relations existing between his 
wife and her physician, but made no effort 
ta revenge himself until Sept. 12, altho Dr, 
Waugh was within easy reach during all this 
time. Sweet had employed Dr. Waugh to 
attend his wife professionally, and after 
Aug. 7 he knew by ocular evidence that the 
two were guilty of adultery, Sweet wrote 
Waugh a letter accusing him of the crime 
and called at the doctor’s office several times 
without finding him ip, but made no assault 
on his wife’s seducer yntil Sept. 12. He slept 
on his rights, and the jury no doubt 
thought that a man guilty of this 
long and, under the circumstances, inex: 
ensable delay deserved at least two years in 
the penitentiary. If Waugh had secreted 
himself or fled the city it might have been 
different, but the cireumstances show that 
Sweet might have found him at any time by 
making a reasonable effort. The penalty of 
two years’ imprisonment is not so much a 
punishment for killing the seducer as for 
Sweet’s negligence and procrastination in 
avenging his wrong. A story like that of 
Sweet gught in all cages to be told before 
the Coroner’s jury and should prove that the 
injured husband acted promptly and without 
unnecessary delay. The man who hesitates 
and debates a matter of this kind in his own 
mind for a month or six weeks will lose the 
benefits of the unwritten social law and 
very likely be punished for his negligence, 


Tue repeal of the Tenure-of-Office act, as 

proposed by Senator Hoar, would be a step 
fa the right direction. The law was enacted 
in 1867 to put aeurb on the traitor Andrew 
Johnson, and it is under this act that the 
President is yet required to report to the 
Senate his reasons for suspending any officer 
prior to the expiration gf his term. The act 
was amended in 1869, and as it now stands 
provides that an official shall hold for a fixed 
term unless the Senate consents to his sus- 
pension. There is a doubt as to the constitu- 
tionality of the act, and considerable dispute 
as to the scope of its operation. It tends to 
abridge the President's freedom of action 
and give the Senators undue control over ap- 
pointments to office. It gives officials a 
fixed term of four years. and cheeks 
the office-hunting mania for a brief 
time. But why should the tenure of 
a ministerial officer be limited to four years ? 
if capable, worthy, and faithful his efficiency 
should increase with experience, and there 
would seem to be no reason why his tenure 
should lapse at the end of an arbitrary period. 
In the departments at Washington, where 
otvil- service reform is tolerably well enforced, 
the clerks do not hold for a fixed term, but 
during good behavior, and they ean be dis- 
charged at any time, subject to the rule that 
all yacancies must be filled in accordance 
with the civil-serviee regulations. Practiaal- 


ly the clerks in the elassified service hold 


during good behavior. The Tenure-of-Office 
act is misnamed, and it ought to be repealed.

Tux last few days of the year bring a boom 
in an astronomical sense, however it may be 
with business. The sun will be in the winter 
solstice about 9 o'clock in the moruing of Mon- 
day, the 21st. Near the followmg midnight 
the moon will be in conjunction with Satura, 
and the morning after Christmas-Day tne last- 
named planet will be in apposition to the sun, 
being then very near the perinelſon point in 
his orbit. At that date the moon will be too 
bright to permit him to be studied to advantage, 
but when she gets out of the way, a few days 
later, the astronomers will have the opportunity 


of making a closer acquaintance with Saturn 


than has been possible to an inhabitant of 

earth at any other time in history. The appo- 
sition here referred to occurs once in every 
thirty years (or a little less); but at no pre- 
vious peribelion have the astronomers been 
in possession of optical appliances that 
would compare with those of today 
except at a great disadvantage. In the 
morning of Monday, Dec. 28, the tmoon, 


being in her last quarter, will make a near ap- 


proach to the planet Jupiter as seen from the 
neighborhood of Chicago. In the Soutbern 
States the phenomenon will amount to an oc- 
cultation, the planet passing behind the moos. 
As seen from Chieago the nearest approach 
will be at ten or twelve minutes before 2 o' clock. 
At that time the planet will be sbout six min- 
utes of arc, or one-fifth of the lunar diameter, 
north from the edge of the moon--whiohb will 
then be about two hours high in the southeast. 
The appulse will scarcely be worth the sit- 
ting up to look at it from this part of the 
world, but the occultation will be a very inter- 
esting sight to these who have clear skies 
south of Mason and Dixon’s line, The moon 
will occult the planet Urauus near the time of 
sunrise the same morning, but the oecurrence 
will not be one of special interest. Observa- 
tion of the event would add little to our know 
edge of sstronomy, and the planet is not 
bright enough to be seen with the unaided eye 
when he is near the moon.

MAREETS. 


The leading produce markets gyeraged weak Sat- 
urday, with a fair volume of trading in grain. The 
foreign advices noted English weakness in bread- 
stuffs, and the belief thata prominent English op- 
erator bad failed led toa general expectation that 
there would be a heavy selling of wheat and pro- 
visions here. 

Provisions started out with a bear raid, bat it 
was soon over, though hogs were easier at the 
Stock-Yards. A good deal of pork was sold, partly 
on outside aceount and partiy by Armour, while 
Jones sold about 4,000 tes lard at $6.00 for Feb- 
ruary. The market closed ali round at about the 
same prices ag Friday. at $9.90 asked for pork, $6.05 
asked for lard, apd $4.90 asked for ribs, all for 
February. 

Flour was dull and very heavy in sympathy with 
wheat. The export branch of the business was 
deseribed to be as dead as a door nail.” 

Wheat was active and heavy. It was expected 
that the next statement of visible supply would 
show a big increase. This and the foreign news 
made the market sell of nearly 1c, to 895¢c for 
May, and it closed at 80 ½e bid, but was quoted up 
to 900 on the curbstone, with Lindblom buying, on 
guesses that the visible will show a small decrease. 
Hutchinson sold a big lot early, which he expected 
to have put to him on outstanding privileges, but 
he bought it in later on finding it did not come as 
looked for. Ream bought a lot for January but 
sold against it for May. It was said that margin 
calls on parties in the Northwest had 
not been honered promptiy, and it was expected 
that a lot of that wheat would come out, 
but i¢ did not, and the biggest sale 
noted was 150,000 bu by Alcock to Fleming- Boyden. 
The smaller operators sold the last hour, expect- 
ing to be able to buy in at a profit on the curb, and 
netted a loss. Kershaw bought quietly but stead- 
ily all day. 

Corn was very weak. Fine weather and the 
weakness in wheat, with news that receipts on the 
seaboard for the week were fully three times the 
shipments, while 40 percent of our receipts in- 
spected into the speculative grades, made holders 
sell. They let go a big pile for January, depressing 
it ne, to 36340, but it closed at dee bid, Yeur 
deciined 13%{c, to 37%e, at the close, and May sold 
off ge, to 29c, closing at 39}¢c bid. 

Oats declined Men owing to the fact of large 
receipts and in sympathy with corn. May sold 
down to 30%c bid, and closed at 30%c bid, with De- 
cember and January at ite discount. Samples 
were about le lower. Rye was dull and nominally 
le lower, at 59c bid and sone asked for Janu- 
ary, with May quoted at 66c, Samples of No. 2 
sold at 614¢@62¢e free on board. Barley was slow 
with increased offerings, with lots in store nominal 
at 64c for No. 2, about 4e for No. 3, and 35@36c for 
No. 4. Seeds were quiet, with timothy e higher, 
at $1.735¢@1.74 for January. Olover firmer, at $5.45 
for prime and $5.70 for Mareh. Filaxseeds deciined 
lc, No. 1 cash selling early gt $1.1244, and later at 
$1.12, with rejected do at $1.08@1.11. 

The street markets were very quiet for local 
consumption and shipping orders extremely light 
Poultry was completely demorglized owing to con- 
tinued heavy receipts. At one depot alone there 
were 16 car-loads awaiting removal. On in- 
quiring as to the condition of the market a commis- 
sion-man replied: “Don’t-ask me.“ Chickens 
were Offered at 2@8c per lb and turkeys at 60e. 
The latter were being peddicd from barrows on the 
streets at de per Ip, and such a state of things is 
said to have never been known before in this city. 
Game was lower, and there was any quantity of it 
onsale. One transaction alone was of 800 dozen 
quail at $1.00 per doz. Potatoes declined 2c. The 
butter, cheese, end grocery markets were un- 
changed, Hay was dull and easy for lack of de- 
mand, and the receipts are increasing owing to the 
fine weather. 

The week in the dry-goods market closed with a 
larger volume of trading than for some time past. 
The principal demand has been for holiday special- 
ties and department goods. 

A lot of 60,000 bu wheat was reported Saturday 
to have been taken in Philadelphia for direct ex- 
port to Glasgow. 


The packing of this city since the beginning of 


the present season includes 1,444,900 hogs, against 
1,208,000 to the same time last year, and 1,368,000 to 
do in 1883. 

The break in wheat in this market Friday after- 
noon is now said to have been chiefly due to the re- 
port of the failure of John Hargreaves of Liver- 
pool, who has been a heavy trader here, and was 
believed to haye been largely jang on wheat and 
lard. Some of the selling of Saturday morning was 
said to have been on his account, but the parties 
who have acted for him on this market say that it 
is not true, his account having been cleared up 
some weeks ago. His agent onthe seaboard tele- 
graphed to Chieago asking for the name of the 
person who started the rumor.

THE MILISPAUGH-PULLMAN CASES DE- 
CIDED—THE HEIRS DEFBATED. 

Judge Gresham yesterday afternoon, in a 
very brief opinion, announced his decision in 
the three cases of Gilbert Millepaugh against 
the Pullman Land Association, the Allen Paper 
Car-Wheel Company, and tae Pullman Palace- 
Car Company, which were heard by him. These 
were bills to recover @ half interest in a quar- 
ter-section ef land en which & part of the pres- 
ent Town of Pullman is situated, The com- 
plainant derived bis title from bis grandfather, 
David Milispaugh, who received a land-patent 
for his services in the War of 1812. The 
patent was issued to him and his sis- 
ter, Catherine Lynn. After his death 
Archibald Millspaugh, Gilbert's father, and al! 
the other beirs of David conveyed the property 
in 1856 to Thomae and Milton McEwen. In 
1884 the present bills were filed char that 
Archibald by his father’s will took all this 
real estate, but that when he assigned to the 
McEwens he did not know this fact, but only 
supposed he conveyed and intended % convey 
his one-sixth interest as heir. It was also al- 
leged that George M. Pullman, who bought the 
land, and hig agent, H. W. Jackson, had suff. 
cient notice of these defects in the titie te put 
them on inquiry, and hence could not be Fe- 
garded as innocent purchasers. — 

The Judge said he would only decide the 
muin points of the case and leave the minor 
questions for some future time, when 
he would write out his opinion at 
leneth. Without going into the 
testimony at any length. or deciding the 
equities as between Millspaugh and the Mo- 
Ewens, it was sufficient to say the bill failed to 
show that the three defendants—the Pullman 
Land Association, the Puliman Palace Car 
Company, and the Allen Paper Car-Wheel Com- 
pany—were not innocent purchasers for value. 
The fact that Jackson did not pay anything 
himself, but that the money was paid by Pull- 
man and the land eonveyed to him, did not 
mako Pullman a purchaser with knowledge. 
In other words, it did not appear that Mr. Puil- 
man was not an innocent purchaser, and the 
demurrer to the bill would, therefore, be sus- 
tained as to him and his three grantees, and 
the bill dismissed as to them. 

A motion to amena the bill was made, and 
will be disposed of when the question of tho 
statute of limitation and other points are dig- 
posed of. :

Cable to The Tribune. — A member of the 
present Local Government Hoard informed 
your correspondent that Lord Carnarvon, the 
present Irish Viceroy, and the Marquis of 
Salisbury were at present jointly engaged in 
drafting a plan of Irish county government, to 
be submitted to Parlament as soon a3 
it assembles. The plan, the official said, 
would be on surprisingly broad lines. 
Your correspondent’s informant added that 
the Local Government Board of officials in- 
tended to arrange, if possible, for the submis- 
sion of an English bill for local government of 
a broad nature and general application, the 
working out of the details of the measures, 65 
far as Ireland is concerned, to be intrusted to 
Irishmen. -Concerning the whole matter, how- 
ever, the strictest secrecy is observed; but itis 
surmised that the chief feature of whatever 
measure may be the outcome of all this de!ib- 
eration will be the creation of local represent- 
ative bodies in Ulster, Munster, Leinster, and 
Connaught, whose respective piaces of meet- 
sng shall be Beltast, Cork, Dublin, and Galway. 
BCOTLAND’S OPPORTUNITY. 

A curious and rather unexpected feature of 
the situation is the hearty acceptance which 
the bulk of the Liberal papers in scotland give 
to tha bome-rule program ascribed to Mr. 
Giadstone. Almostevery one speaks of the 
concession of a Dublin Parliament as a step in 
the right direction of British federation, under 
which Scotland, too, would have a Parliament 
of her own. Ther® has been no particular desire 
for this among the Scotch heretofore, but it is 
evident tne granting of autonomy to Ireland 
would awaken a strong sentiment there which 
Liberals will generally welcome and foster; in 
fact, the people begin to see the gigantic 
proportions which the change involves.

If, on the other hand, he is 
simply a private member of the House the 
affair would de only a nine days’. wonder and 
would soon be forgotten and forgiven. Every- 
body sees through this, and, therefore, Sir 
Charles Dilke’s opinion counts for nothing. 
Mr. Chamberlain is in a bad temper 
because. ius policy fared so, badly 
at the polls and so many of his own party are 
blaming him for spoiling the elections. He is 
especially venomous toward Gladstone, be- 
cause the latter threw him over at the begin- 
ning of the voting. Undoubtedly be is anxi-

and Catholic Churches. I name Archbishops 
Walsh of Dublin and Croke of Cashel as the 
Catholie prelates who should by all means be 
invited to participate in the proposed confer- 
ence.

THE FIRE RECORD. 


MONTREAL, VISITED BY A $115,000 BLAZE, 
THE LOSS BEING DIVIDED AMONG DIFFER- 
ENT FIRMS, 

MONTREAL, Que., Dec. 19.—|Special.]|—This 
morning at 7 o'clock a fire broke cut in the 
paint and oil stores of Messrs. McDougall, 
Logie & Co., St. Francis Xavier street, doing 
damage to the extent of $115,000. Inside of 
twenty minutes after the alarm was given the 
whole brigade was on the spot and had six 
powerful streams playing on the flames, but so 
quickly and furiously did the fire burn 
that the streams poured on the build- 
ing seemed of no avail. The firemen 
had great difficulty in approaching the build- 
ing, as the oil and varnish in casks 
exploded with reports like thunder, throwing 
paint and burning débris-into the street. At 8 
o’clock the inside of the buliding wasone mass 
of white flame, which completely gutted the 
entire building. When the flames reached the 
cellar and ignited the oil stored there the fire 
presented a magnificent sight, the flames leap- 
ing fifty feet up into he air. At llo’clock the 
fire was under control. Shortly before 12 
o'clock the wallfacing the south fell in with a 
fearful crash while several of the fre- 
men were inside. Two of them—Guardian 
Mann .and Fireman Feeney—were severely 
injured, being only saved from death by tne 
beams, which fell im at the same time, shel- 
tering them to some extent from the falling 
bricks. Feeney isin a dangerous condition. 
The adjoining buildings and stocks of Adam 
Darling, glass and china merchant, and Messrs. 
Lockhart & Co. were damaged considerably. 
Au estimate of the total loss has been made up 
as follows: Messrs. McDougall & Logie, on 
stock, $75,000: Bishop Babre, on 
ing, $36,000; Messrs. Lockhart & Co., dam- 
age by smoke and water, $1,500; Dr. Desjar- 
din’s loss on Messrs. Darimg's building, $1,000; 
Adam Darling & Co., loss on stock, $2,000. To- 
tal, $115,500. The insurance altogether amounts 
to $87,500, distributed among the followmg 
companies: North British, Lancashire, 
Phoenix, Royal Canadian, Guardian, Scottish 
Union, Royal, and the Citizens’. The eastern 
wall of the burned building is in a dangerous 
condition and may fall at any moment, causing 
great loss to property and possibly loss of life.

DISTILLERIES GONE WRONG. 


ALLEGED FALSE SCALES AT PEKIN, ILL, 
CAUSES TWO ARRESTS—A NEW JERSEY 
DISTILLERY SEIZED. 

Pexix, III., Dec. 19.—[Special.}—There was 
considerable stir here last evening when it was 
known that United States Marsbal Briscoe, 
who bad been here all day, bad taken Messrs. 
Speliman and Doheny, proprietors cf the En- 
terprise Distillery, and all the Government 
employés assigned to that house to Spring- 
field to appear before the Federal authorities.

And Will Present the Grievance of 
15,000 People in a Petition to 
the Company. 


Speeches at the Meeting” at Lincoln Park 
Hall Last Night—A Working 
Oommittee, 


The circular which has been distributed on 
the North Side for the last week calling at- 
tention to the lack of street-car accommoda- 
tions drew about fifty people to Lincoln Park 
Hall last evening, and a movement was started 
for the purpose of securing what the North- 
Siders require in that direction, Mr. George 
Oberne was chosen Chairman. 

Mr. Robert C. Given stated that the object 
was to see if the company could not be in- 
duced by petition or otherwise to make the 
cars more comfortable. The perforated seats 
were dangerous to life, and had been the cause 
of people selling their property and going to 
the South Side. He knew of three cases in 
his own neighborhood where tenants had 
left simply because of the insufficient car- 
accommodations, riding to Englewood 
on the steam cars rather than two miles in the 
North Side cars. They should respectfully 
ask the company for what was reasonable and 
just. If their requesc was refused they must 
organize and work systematically to compel 
the company to put in proper seats and make 
the cars comfortable. Cushions should be put 
in the seats and tue perforations covered so 
that the air could not come up; and the backs 
should de upbolstered high enough to prevent 
the draft which all were familiar with from 
striking the back of one’s neck. Only two 
weeks ago he went down-town pretty healthy. 
The next morning he was taken sick. His back 
ached and was so sore from the neck down to 
the bottom of his spinal column that he could 
scarcely write. Hundreds of people 
who lived on the North Side had 
bad a similar experience. He bad spoken 
about it to a physician, who ‘said be had no 
doubt that hundreds and hundreds of people 
died annually from colds contracted in these 
cars. A delicate, trail woman, not used to be- 
ing exposed to the air, in riding from Wash- 
ington or Lake street with the thermometer 
down to zero outside as well as inside the car 
and the air running up her back, could es- 
cape only by a miracle a cold which would 
send her to the grave. So with children and 
working girls who were poorly clothed: The 
system of running cars at certain hours could 
be changed by careful management so as to 
avoid the crowding. The pubiic might be to 
blame a little for that. He was always able to 
get a seat or stand up in the Lincoln 
Park cars. If the people living south of 
Centre street could be induced to ride 
on these cars those on the hmits and 
other lines would not be overcrowded. He 
thought this could be brought about by selling 
twenty-four tickets for $1 on the park cars 
and twenty-two for $1 on the other lines. This 
would be a great saving, especially to the 
working giris who got $5 or $6 a week. 

JOHN T. LONG. 

Mr. John T. Long didn't like to find fault 
with the company, but he felt as though the 
people of the North Side really didn’t get their 
rights so far as transportation tacilities were 
coneerned. He had cxamined the cars and 
compared them with the cars on the South 
West Sides, and found that every one 
North Side was a summer car—was built for 
use in warm weather, not being designed for 
the winter. Back of the seats was a'space an 
inch anda half wide, which ran clear through 
the car. This was for ve . Amy one 
sitting in a car must necessarily have bis back 
against this space, and let the cold air cun 
up the spinal column. The matter became 
very serious when it was considered that the 
health of every one wasin jeopardy by being 
compelled to ride in such a conveyance... So 
far as the other. inconveniences were con- 
cerned he presumed the people coula stand 
them; but they could not afford to ride in 
these cars day after day and run the risk of 
taking a cold that would result in transporting 
them to Graceland. He kaew of several per- 
sons who had contracted colds in the cars, and 
some of them are under the sod, That was sad 
to contemplate, but it was time. He didn’t 
like to make the charge openly, but it occurred 
to him that the company had not bought win- 
ter cars because summer cara could be ob- 
tained cheaper. There was certainly some- 


People who ride in them must necessarily 
take cold. Perhaps economy had influenced 
the company, but be was not prepared to 
charge that. The employés of the company 
were gentiemen, and he had no fault to find 
with the management’ or the construction of 
the cars except as to the backs. He thought 
the peopie ought to have the privilege of buy- 
ing tickets. Those who bought a large number 
should get a reduction. Nearly all the cars 
were overcrowded between 5 and half-past 6, 
yet the people were compelied to pay fare. The 
suggestion of twenty-four tickets for $1 good 
in the Lincolu Park line and twenty-two for 
$1 good in the other lines was a good one, as it 
would prevent the overcrowding of the longer 
lines.

One of the arguments used against giving iarge 
giasses of beer was that men get drunk too 
quickly as a consequence. Large glasses, it 
was said, are ruinous to the drinkers and also 
to the business of the beer-sellers.

THE CARDINAL'S HAT. 
BELIEF THAT ONE WILL COME TO ARCH- 
BISHOP FEEHAN IN DUE TIME. 

The Kome correspondent of the Baltimore 
Catholic Mirror writes that no new Cardinais 
will be®created in the December consistory, 
despite all reports to the contrary, but several 
Bishops will be created. The new Cardinals 
will be named in the March consistory. The 
Pope, he says, wili then raise to the dignity of 
Prince of the Church one or two Americans, 
two or three French, two or three Roman 
prelates, and two Nuncios. 

The Rome correspondeat of the Boston Pilot 
cables to the same general effect. A Chicago 
clergyman m a position to be well posted, in 
calling attention to both announcements gave 
it as his opinion that if two Cardinals were 
created Archbishop Feehan would be one 
of them, the other being Archbishop Corrigan 
of New York or Archbishop Gibbons of Balti- 
more—he thought the former, although he is 
rather a young man for such a dignity in the 
church. The Chicago clergyman said Pope 
Leo is sufficiently advanced and modern in bis 
views of church government to recognize the 
importance of Chicago as a Catholic centre. It 
is at the dead of the Catholic archdiocesan 
provinces of the West and Northwest, and is 
only second te New York in the United States 
in the number of its Catholic communicants. 
It far surpasses Baltimore in this respect. 
The present’ Pope, unlike his predecessor, 
is not governed much in his action by tradi- 
tion, as was shown recently in the case of the 
old Grass Valley Bishopric in California, whose 
name he has changed to that of Sacramento, 
the see city being changed also to sult the 
title. It ie also a well-known fact that Arch- 
bisbop Feehan during his recent visit to 
Rome made an excellent impression 
on the Holy Father ana stands high in the es- 
teem of some members of the College of Car- 
dinals with whom he once studied theology. 
These matters are not without their influence 
when men are seiected for honors even in the 
church. It was once before rumored that the 
Pope had eonciuded to give the Chicago Arch- 
bishop a red bat. The propriety of doing so, 
it is positively asserted here, was discussed in 
Rome, and well-informed clergymen of tne 
diocese say that the conferring of the honor is 
only a question of time.

THE TRUSTERS WITHOUT FURTHER NEWS 

FROM PARIS—THE FURNITURE COMPANY.

The solicitor argued and the woman 
swore. The puller-in gained the day, bow- 
ever, an@ almost before the victim knew it she 
was hustled into the shop and left to the 
mercies of those inside. These * body-catch- 
ers, so the Bowery denizens call them, are 
very wary, however, and know the moment 
look on a passer-by whether she is 
“game” or not. Although every person who 
walks through the street is approached in some 
form or other, there is only a certain class of 
women who ere rudely treated. Experience 
has made them cautious about teckling a well 
dressed woman, but the ordinary Bowery resi- 
dent is treated with iittle ceremony. 


A DIVISION STREET “ PULLER-IN.” 

The “ body-catchers’’ occasionally make a 
mistake, however. One day last week a modest 
little woman, plainly dressed in black. passed 
the Milliners’ row on her way to the Chatham 
Square Station. The first * puller-in she came 
across approached ber a littie cautiously and 
met with no response. The second, emboid- 
ened by the other's failure, became a trifie more 
attentive, while No. 3 grasped ber by the arm 
and nearly forced ber inside the door. The 
woman became frightened and ran back down 
the street. Meetm an officer a few blocks 
away, she complained to him and had the 
„ puller-in arrested. The next morning the 
stranger appeared against her and the bod 
catcher"’ was fined $10 for disturbing the 
peace. This was a rare exception, however, as 
in most cases persons wil! not take the trouble 
to go to court. The officer on beat yesterday 
on Division street said that this unwillingness 
on the part of the people insulted to compluin 
of the women is the reason that the nuisance 
cannot be abated. 

These women the fact that the po- 
lice cannot touch them while standing witbin 
the limits of their door-steps, and when the 
officer is in sight they are very careful not to 
go beyond bounds. But they have a system of 
“spottmg" him, and the moment he bas 
turned the corner word is signaled ail along the 
line and they indulge in their trade again with 
the greatest freedom. Besides the arrest men- 
tioned above, only one other has been made 
for several weeks. A young girl happened to 
be strolling down the street, looking into the 
shop-windows, when she became the bone of 
contention between twe rival ** body-catchers’’ 
and was nearly toru to piecesin the strug- 
gie. Ode ot the womenin the excitement of 
the moment slapped the other in the face. The 
youog girl who was the cause of the quarrel 
escaped and an officer arrested the “puliers- 
in” and put an end to the fight. Generally. 
however, they work with the greatest barmo- 
ny, and a traveter runs the gantiet from one 
to the other without causing jealousy. 

From 8 o'clock in the morning till 8 at night 
they stand at their posts all the year round, 
bare-headed and scantily clothed. Odcvwasional- 
ly they go inside to warm themselves, but they 
stand immediately before the window, on the 
alert for acustomer. Saturday afternoon and 
evening is the time of their high carnival, and 
it is then they reap their best successes from 
the crowd that passes through Division street 
to the Bowery.—New York World.

And why is this city, with all ite boasted push 
and business enterprise, resting supinely, while 
its commerce of 11,000 vessels per year groans 
for want of proper facilities? Appeals have 
been made to the State officials, but for some 
reason (and not a few believe those reasons 
purely personal in cheir bearings upon political 
prestige and advaucement) they have seen fitto 
ignore this important question. The repre- 
sentatives of the city in is Council Chamber 
can earn the everlasting gratitude of the peo 
ple if they will take steps to sever the knot 
whieh binds our commerce and hampers the 
enterprise of our merchants. Can it be possibile 
that sordid hope of personal gain—a hope 
that, by delaying their report and preventing 
the people from guining a knowledge of the 
true status of Lake-Front matter, they 
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It was the banner week of the year so far as 
the record of transfers was concerned, though 
many of the trades placed on record were 
actually made m September, October, and No- 
vember.

Own- 
ers held their heads as high as ever, and there 
were many good bids for business property. 
But some of the outside capital has been witb- 
drawn, and a number of Chicago capitalists 
had made up their minds that inside real estate 
was much lees tempting in comparison with 
other things than a few weeks ago. Men who 
have accumulated fortunes on the Board of 


Trade or in Mek speculation, and who have 
heretofore been among the best of the real- 
estate brokers’ customers, deciared that they 
would rather keep their funds in their old lines 
of business than to buy inside property at the 
advanced prices. There are still some im- 


portant negotiations in progress, and the de- 
mand has spread to West Side to some ex- 
tent. There 1 good bidding on property on 
West Madison street between the park and 
Western avenue. Byron Smith is mentioned 
as one of the buyers. 

Brokers who have been in the business in 
Chicago for many years say we are on the eve 
ot an important movement in acre property, 
and their opinion is backed up by that of some 
of the most conservative owners. Negotia- 
tions for large tracts are now going on, and the 
old heads say that only a little leadership is 
necessary to start a fever of speculation such 
as we had in 1879-81. Everybody knows how 
crazy the people are when once such aspecula- 
tion gets asend-off. The oid stories of enor 
mous profits within a few days or a few bours 
are being retold in the offices. No particular 
pains are taken to tell the tale of the buyers 
who got in at the top and have seen their prop- 
erty depreciate on their hands year by year. 
One of the grounds for believing that there 
will be a boom in acres ts the condition 
of inside property. There is littie of that tobe 
bad, and no chance for speculation in it. The 
speculative still existe, and it must 
ro somewhere. Its most available resort is 
acres. Some of the enthusiasts predict that 
within a few months many of those who bave 
recentiy bought inside proverty in the expecta- 
tion of an advance will want to exchange it for 
acres. That is the way the market bas worked 
in past years. One of the brokers mentions the 
foliowing localities, giving them in the ordcr 
of their speculative promise, as the points 
where the activity is likely to be: Hyde Park, 
Cicero, Lake, Lake View, and the region north 
of Humboldt Park and west of Milwaukee ave- 
nue. Ali this talk applies to speculation ex- 
clusively. There are many schemes for sub- 
aivision which will be carried out in the spring. 
That branch of the bypsiness tas been very 
successiul this year, and with the improvement 
in general trade ite promise for the coming 
year is excellent.

Mr. Bdgar M. Snow of Snow 4 Dickinson 
said: On general principles I think it would 
be policy to adopt the measure suggested by 
the Recorder. He bas made an estimate which 
I have heard experts ca:l reasonable, and I 
think it would be avery advisabie step to take, 
and should be adopted by the board. I make 
use of the Recorder's office myself quite fre- 
quently; did so today—that is, of course, 
for the purpose of obtaining copies of re- 
corded abstracts, which is all that is obtainable 
from the Recorder. It's impossible to get any 
reliable ante-fire records except by the ab- 
etract firm of Handy & Co., who have a mo- 
nopoly on the business. How about the books 
of Wiimanns & Tuieicke, you ask? They only 
cover a small portion, a short space of time 
before the fire, and that matter is chiefly used 
in copying abstracts since the fire. There 
used to be a prejudice amongst the profession 
against the abstracts obtained at the Record- 
er's office, but that is passing away of late 
years. so that they are being accepted now al- 
most Universally.” 

Mr. Thomas Lyman of Lyman & Giddings 

said: “I don't believe I'd be in favor of this 
proposition of the Recorder’s. i don’t see the 
objéct. Fitty thousand dollars is a good deal 
of money, and it is needed in u good many 
other ways more thanin this. I fail to see the 
benefit accruing to the public, even if this 
money were judiciously expended for the pur- 
pose named. I have used the Recorder's ab- 
stracts somewhat, but they are not very satis- 
factory as a whole. I don't think u 
advisable to place any such amount of money 
ia his hands to complete bis books. I don't 
believe in the theory of having the county fur- 
nishing the abstracts. It's a kind of business 
that requires experts, and in the county offices 
there are too frequent changes to allow those 
men even to deve:~p into something like real 
experts. The value of abstracts, it should be 
remembered, depends entirely -upon their re- 
liability, and as to whetherathe abstracts from 
the Kecorder meet this point, am not pre- 
pared to express an opinion.“ 
From this it will be seen that most of the 
real-estate men object to the proposition be- 
cause they think the work done more satis- 
factorily Dy private firms, and also be- 
cause the county could not be held responsible 
for its abstracts, while the private abstract- 
makers can. This iact would probably go a 
long way with the general public, whicb usual- 
ly prefers to patronize a responsibie concern. 
At the present time, however, there is a more 
important objection 10 the scheme. The 
county can’t afford it. It will be along time 
til it can. Democratic mismanagement bas 
left the county in such shape that rigid econ- 
omy in every department is necessary in order 
to meet running expenses. When this is done 
provision wiil, in ail probability, have to be 
made for the payment of the $134,000 judgment 
against the county which bas recently been 
granted P. J. Sexton by the courts.

UNDERVALUATIONS IN SILKS. 


THE APPRAISER RAISING INVOICES—HUW 
FOREIGN MANUFACTURERS AND THEIR 
AGENTS HAVE TRIED TO EVADE DUTIES. 
New Tonk, Dec. 18.—The New York Ap- 

praiser’s office is baving much trouble in 
teaching the foreign dealers who are enceavor- 
ing to wrest by undervaluations the importing 
business from old American werchants the 
customs and manners, particularly the cus- 
toms, of the United States. An importer re- 
marked yesterday that the Tribune, having be- 
gun to publish lists of such importers, might 
find a iong addition in the silk trade. An ex- 
amination reveaied the fact that out of sev- 
enty firms importing silke and veivets in this 
city twenty-two have tried to escape the pay- 
ment of a part of the duties due to a total ex- 
tent of a little more than $1,500,000 since 
last January. Out of 12,000 invoices passed 
during the year 1885 more than 2,000 have 
been raised and a large part of these above 
the penaity of 10 per cent. Every day the Ap- 
praiser is calied upon to advance at least five 
invoices. These invoices belong to the firms 
whose previous invoices have been advanced. 
Some of these importers learn nothing by ex- 
perience except that it is too costiy to be ad- 
vanced more than 10 per cent, as in that case 
they have to pay a penalty of 20 per cent. In 
order to avoid the 10 per cent line they volun- 
tarily advance their involves from 7 to 15 per 
cent. In spite of this regular and generous et- 
fort to relieve the Appraiser, that official is 
often compelled to make another raise to bring 
the goods up to the market value. Every kind 
of atrick is resorted to in order to evade the 
duty. Only yesterday an importer tried to 
bring some small lots in a large consignment 
at one-halt of the market value. The amount 
was only $120, but it cost him an addition of 
$144 for the experiment, besides illustrating 
the littieness of human nature where a few 
dollars are concerned.

The customs officials are reluctant to give 
any information to the press. They particu- 
larly refuse to give names of firms involved. 
On the general subject of undervaluation, how- 
ever, they are free to speak. One of them 
said yesterday: When the old firm of A. T. 
Stewart was in existence we had an easier time 
than at present. Mr. Stewart bought immense 
quantities of silks abroad and had agents 
everywhere. We could always get exact in- 
formation from bim as to the market value of 
any piece of silk. Since be died itis harder 
work to secure correct market values, particu- 
larly as importers resort to so many schemes to 
prevent our ascertaining them. A few firms, 
such as Arnold, Constable & Co., remain who 
aid us material y. Our main reliance, bowever, 
is on our twoexperts abroad. There are about 
515 manufactories abroad which have to be 


watched. Our experts get samples and values 
of every piece woven by these manufacturers, 
which are seit to us numbered. Then in every 
invoice they put the numbers on each piece of 
the respective consignments which correspond 
to those on the samples. Every piece of silk 
that is imported we have on file in our sampie 
list together with its value and know bow 
much the importer or his agent abroad bas 
undervalued. We do not rely on the experts 
entirely because our examiners are far more 
experienced men and often have to correct 
them. Now these importers know that we have 
this information and so do the manufacturers 
abroad. Why will they persist in trying to un- 
dervaiue, day after day, when experience 
should teach them that nothing can pass the 
examiners below its true value?“ ; 

oA Tribune reporter asked an importer to ex- 
plain the method of attempted undervaluation. 
He said: “Silks are consigned to importers 
here by manufacturers abroad to be sold os- 
tensibly on commission. The manufacturer 
swears in his invoice, for instance, that he has 
shipped $1,000 worth of goods. He pays duty 
on that amount. Then be writes to the im- 
porter that he will expect, say, $1,500 for those 
goods. The importers formerly looked at this 
game very complacentiy until the custom- 
house swooped down on them. Now when 
they receive their invoices they look at the 
manufacturer's letter to ascertain how much 
the goods are underyalued. Then they volun- 
tarily add a per cent sufficient to escape a pen- 
aity—for they have to pay the extra duty— 
and trust to luck that the examiners will pass 
the goods without raising the invoice. Yet 
they often get caught with a penalty after 
voluntarily adding as nich as 15 and even 20 
per cent.

No one can observe the Christmas of Lon- 
don today without something like clear regret 
for the vanished picturesqueness, the departed 
color and vivacity of that once brilliant festi- 
val. Bracebridge Hall, with its jocund hospi- 
tality, has become a dream of the past in all 
England, and the glory of the mustietoe has 
likewise departed. But few of the old hearty 
and bappy customs survive. As we pass 
through Piccadilly or along the populous 
Strand, or even through the dingy drearicess 
of the Seven Dials, it is difficult to believe that 
we are in a city where so many joyful Christ- 
mas rites and ceremonies once prevailed. 

December is not a pleasant month in Lon- 
don at its best. There may be a few days of 
merry sunshine, but dull skies are far more 
apt to prevailgand that drizzling rain to which 
the ordinary Londoner is so phlegmatically im- 
pervious does not abate ite damp and obiliy 
spell one relenting jot at the command of the 
jovial season. England, always a land 80 hal- 
lowed by tradition and association, is never 
so touched by fascinating memories as then! 
How easy to recall the Barons and Knights of 
old, keeping open hall for a fortnight! How 
little imagination it requires to palpably re- 
summon before our vision those jubilant 
feaste where the boar’a head, first and fore- 
most of ail the dishes, was carried into the 
banqueting-hail on a golden or silver platter. 
and followed by a stately procession of Lords 
and ladies, who reverently sang: 

: Caput apri detero 

j Reddens laudes Domino, 
and other words equally significant of their 
pious faith and gentle mirth! Then the pea- 
cock would follow, redecorated in all its superb 
plumage, and perhaps with a gilded beak, 
where a wad of cotton, saturated in spirits, 
had been glowingly set ablaze! It was stuffed 
with spices and sweet herbs, this treasured 
bird, and served, if you please, by no common 
hands. That privilege fell only to the lady 
guest most eminent by birth or beauty, who 
bore it into tne great bolly-wreathed dining-hall 
to the sound of music and set ic down before 
the master of the entertainment. These and 
other souvenirs as beautiful and poetic cannot 
butenter our thoughts as we experience the 
prosy and sober London Christmas of today. 
Perhaps we remember certain words of certain 
charming carols, sung everywhere once with 
such zealous abandonment—like these quaint 
and suggestive stanzas, for instance, accredit- 
ed, I believe, to a carolist of the thirteenta 
century: 
Lordlings, Christmas loves good drinking, 
Wines of Gascoigne, France, Anjou, 
English aie, that drives out thinking, 
Prihce of liquors, old or new. 
Every neighbor shares the bowl, 
Drinks of the spicy liquor deep; 
Drinks his fill without control, 
Till he drowns his care in sleep. 

Not a song cf much moral force or depth, 
truly, and one which puts a facile weapon, no 
doubt, into the hand of the modern reformer. 
Yet, in spite of ourselves, we regard the old 
English Christmas pictorially; however much 
of it might shock and even disgust us i we 
were brought face to face with it in the pres- 
ent day, we are content to invest the whole 
biithe and convivial proceeding with an at- 
mosphere no less artistic than impersonal. 
And yet coider reflection assures us potently 
enough that a medieval orgy could not very 
materially have differed from a vulgar drink- 
ing bout of the nineteenth century. The deli- 
cate ihusions of time are drawn like gauzy 
veils over all that mad jollity. It has somehow 
so passed into the general history of morales 
that we forget specially to moralize converning 
it It is like some exquisitly-painted bac- 
chanal scene, where the rich brown of the ale- 
jug and the deft treatment of the rosy-nosed 
wassailers leave little room for analytic specu- 
lation upon the anxioug wife waiting outside 
the tavern or the racking headache sure of its 
victim tomorrow. 

But, after all, the modern London Christmas 
reveals no seeming improvement as regards 
popular sobriety. England, which has given 
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ung in front of his shop, 
garnished and filigreed as described, and hav- 
ing 


pounds of beef which have not been fattened 
on the bones of Texan or West American cat- 

Wherefore, put not too ready a faith in 
the oily-tongued London butcher Christmas- 
Day if you love bonest dealing! 

It is probabie that the Gomes of the London 
people at large are more oommoniy decorated 
with evergreens than bere in the United 
States, for nearly every citizen ot decent 
com ce and reputable standing loves 
to ane a spray or two of mistletoe 
in bis house. Hodge, the clerk, and Stodge, 
the oustom- house officer, if perchance either 
of them has a family, will thus reveal an 
inherited fondness for this hoary memorial 
leaf. And beneath this | kissing between 
the sexes yet remains in a Manner permissible, 
unless etiquet or the rigid rules of patrician 
decorum shall forbid. such a proceeding as 
rankly improper—which, in the modern age of 
London development, it not infrequently does, 
as may be weil imagined. 

The annual Christmas feast stili retains a 
few of its past features, though ail these are 
faded and feeble, botn as regards lavishness of 
display and zest of enjoyment. The children 
alone in London (perbaps through some bered- 
itary impulse which the more languid present 
acceptance of the holiday bas not yet either 
weakened or dispelled) appear to take Christ- 
mas far more seriously than the adults. It is 
they for whom the roast goose, the plum-pud- 
ding, and thy mince- offer most savory and 
tempting aromas, ir elders, in that eno-- 
mous centre of pecuniary struggle against 
want, regard it all with an apathy born of 
enxiety. For them, amid that strain to live 
which touches a great majority of London hu-

But the visits of an actual Santa Ciaus are 
rarely believed in by the most creduious and 
fanciful of English children, They are not in- 
duiged in any pretty i about his 
stealthy and benevolent descent through chim- 
neys or his driving over housetops wrapped 
in furs, with a pair of docile reindeers and a 
beard jeweled with pendulous icicles. The En- 
giish onild bangs up no stocking over the 
hearthplace in a hope that this insidious and 
liberal dispenser of all bounty will cram it 
with toys and sweets be ore the next morning. 
And yet Old Father Christmas exists for 
them, as a sort of symbolized and

Claus are Over sea as a gracious but 
Imaginary emblem of the whole haicyon sea- 
son. 


The London Christmas pantomime, at all the 
important or less noted theatres—a juvenile 
merry-makm of which Thackeray has written 
in bis most winsome vein—are no longer the 
universal ana famed attraction which they 
were once to be found.

us such noble moraliste as Spencer, Leckey. 
Tyndall, Huxley, and a host of others almost as 
notable, has failed, it would seem, to eliminate 
from the pleasures of this unique holiday its 
time-honored trait of intemperance. The 
Christmas stories of Dickens, with their smoky 
punches and their spicy puddings, led to a 
noteworthy revival of the oia Christmas senti- 
ment; yet this influence bas not endured, and 
all characteristic observance of the occasion is 
waning among the lower as well as the upper 
ana middie classes. The lower classes, indeed, 
regard it as little more than an opportunity for 
a prolomaged drunken debauch, and often for 
days after the eventtul day itself you will find 
few of the smaller tradesmen, such as tailors 
and shoemakers, who are capable of per- 
forming their usual duties. The terrible 
extent of drunkenness among the English peo- 
pie is never so manifest as on Christmas night 
in London, and a.so the day foliowing. The 
gaudy “ public houses,” with their yellow flare 
of lights, become literally dens of inebrety. 
Throngs of gin-drinking men and women are 
grouped with bo, flushed faces about the vari- 
ous counters of these dram-skops, and outside, 
alike in the narrower ana broader streets, you 
have grown to regard the reeling pedestrian as 
an impediment more frequent and quite as 
dangerous as the startled cab-horse, urged by 
some befuddied driver. 

For an American, spending his first Christ- 
mas nowadays in London, there would proba- 
bly be this doleful feature alone to mark any- 
thing like a gaijent difference between the oc- 
currences in our planet's hugest metropolis 
and those in either New York or Boston. The 
grocers’ windows are filled with spices and 
dried fruits, ana appropriate salutations to the 
passer gieam in letters wrought out of nutmeg 
or cinnamon, with perhaps an dym back- 
ground of raisins or currants. The London

It is pleasant enough for the conservative 
lover of past customs to observe this one posi- 
tive and unaltered survival from vanished 
times. Drury Lane—and perhaps little else 
in London—supplies an untarnishea me- 
mento of the Christmas that is no 
more. Its undiminished pageant, and giow, 
and volatility need no nimbileness of 
funcy to carry us back through decades of re- 
trospection. Sitting here Christmas nigbt, 
every Londoner may forget Lord Salisbury’s 
attitude on the Soudan question, or Lord Ran- 
dolph Churchill’s fiery denunciations of the 
Liberal party. He isin alittie mirtbful world 
which was thriving and shining avery long 
time before Mr. Gladstone was born, or before 
her Majesty the Queen was ever called upon to 
troubie herself about a Russian invasion of 
the Afghan frontier. Drury Lane may be loud 
and vuigar enough on Christmas, and perhaps 
among many of the wan and worn faces in its 
audience may be found one which looks as if 
its possessor would not scrupie to drop an- 
other bomb of dynamite into Scotland Yard.

Of Christmas-Day in New York the descript- 
ive record is at once harder and easier—barder 
because, as in the case of London, we have 
few modern changes to chronicie, and easier 
because the day in New York may be mid 
never to have received more than a lukewarm 
observance at best. New-Year’s Day was in- 
deed held far more in popular metropolitan es- 
teem for many years than Christmas. In this 
respect, as in not a few others, the New-Yorker 
copied the Parisian. Now. the extending 
scope of the city, and perhaus a growing devo- 
tion for English customs as weill, bas made the 


m | 


matter among all who set the least store by 
caste. It is still beloved by the O0 Haliorans 
and Moriartys, who dweil toward either of the 
rivers, and in a desultory, fitful way it is gen- 
erally regarded throughout the whole city. 
But oniy about ten years ago New York not 
only regarded but delighted in it. Obrist- 
mas, by comparison, was like a pale 
rushligbt beside a giorious chandelier. 
New York ladies would emerge from 
their dressing-rooms as early as 11 o'clock 
in the morning, elad in garments 
appropriate for a ball, and continue to receive 
a stream of visits from male friends and ac- 
quaintances until after 11 o’ciock at night. 
Many cnildren were in the habit of hanging up 
their stockings ou New Year's instead of 
Christmas Eve, with a tender faith in the second 
advent of Kris Kringle. The streets (H they 
chanced to be suow-filied) were musical with 
darting sleigus; men of all ages, in pairs, 
trios, and still@larger companies, thronged all 
the principle thoroughfares of the town; there 
was ubiquitous bustie, excitement, and accel- 
eration of living; it seemed as if you could 
not look at any row of houses witbout seeing 
three or four callers ascending their stoops 
and three or four descending. Toward night- 
fall the dithyramb of the drunkard became 
audible, and although great leniency was al- 
ways shown in the way of arrests, the various 
station-houses were apt to be vrowded with 
inebriates by the following morning. 

Many of these manifestations are now no 
longer a feature of New-ear’s Day in New 
York, and 1 am inclined to think that our 
Christmas has profited in consequence. It has 
gained where New-Year’s Day has lost. Our 
shop windows at Christmastide are more orill- 
iant than of old. There is one great emporium 
on the corner of Fourteenth street and Sixth 
avenue, the name of whose proprietors it 
would be needless to mention, where a gener- 
ous breadth and bight of window is each year 
given up to one immense tableau, where the 
participants are always innumerable dolls 
dressed in costumes of surpassing richness and 
taste. The picture is always there, whether it 
be a bit of historic reproduction or a humorous 
and satiric little still-life drama taken from the 
vital suggestiveness of our own particular — 
rod. I suppose that there is scarcely a 

New York, trom the Battery as far as Hariem, 
who has not actively reiished the attractions of 
**Macy’s window.” If there be anything re- 
sembling it in the London Christmas of today 
I am not aware of this fact. For at least three 


which divide the spectacular exhibit from the 
pavements themselves may scarcely be equaled 
as regards density, eagerness, and genera! en- 
joyment. But itis acrowd in which rapture 
never passes the bounds of proper decorum 
and one towards which the most vigilant po- 
liceman feels that his position is a sinecure. 
It ig mostly composed of children, with their 
parents and guardians attending them. Rich 
and poor both flock to gaze upon the magic 
artifice of the scene, and from every young 
face there gieams the same expression of in- 
tent curiosity and sincere gratification. But 
some of those little faces, lifted gleeful and 
wild-eyed, bear a simpie yet very direct pathos 
to the thoughtful watoner. Mac's 
window’ is the sole Christmas these 
ili-clad wa'ifs and strays ever gain a 
cheuce of knowing. It costs too many dimes 
to licht the hearths of their homes for stock- 
irgs to be filled there with even the most 
meagre gitts. Their joy has in it a parabie 
raore strong and eloquent than all the orator- 
ical fusiliades of the most embittered Socialist. 
As we look at their glistening eyes and their 
little strained necks—at their tiny, dingy fin- 
gers, pointed toward this or that special doll in 
its robes of state—we cannot help wondering 
whether the whole sombre and terrible ques- 
tion of the idequalities between classes may 
not here Le represented by its most able priest- 
bood, after all! Nay, more, we caynot help 
tacitly conceding that the right of a truly mer- 
ry Christmas belongs as much to these darker- 
fated chiidren, who bardly ever get an actual 
glimpse of one, as to their fortunate young 
contemporaries who wake to find gift-laden 
stockings at firesides whose sparkle fails on 
polished mirrors and costiy tapestries. 

Still, the charitable impulse at Christmas is 
notably strenuous in New York. The Howard 
Mission and many other religious institutions 
expend ample appropriations for the cheer and 
pleasurement of those under their merciful 
charge. Ladies prominent as leaders of soci- 
ety constantly give a little wider jerk to purse- 
strings already somewhat stoutly pulled when 
the day of bounty and benevolence draws near. 
It takes a great deal of the milk of human 
kindness to cause the least perceptible tinge in 
tae dark ocean of human penury. But the ef- 
tort to alleviate suffering and want—to gladden 
and sanctiiy wretched homes by wholesome 
philanthropic tributes and tosens—to mitigate 
the hum-drum misery of menial toil and to 
lighten the monotonous burdens of poverty 
is undoubtedly made in New York by the more 
opulent minority of its citizens. Republican- 
ism bas not been a complete failure with us in 
this respect, however it may have erred and 
faltered in other directions. 

On the other band, extravagance runs riot 
during Christmas among those who are biessed 
with plethoric incomes. The New York mill- 
ionaire is never so handsomely distributive as 
then. If he bas young children, he will think 
nothing of issuing 200 or 300 invitations to an 
entertainment at which every juvenile guest 
receives from an immense and superbly ap- 
pointed tree presents of superior value. Ef- 
forts to obtain foothold into society are 
constantly made at these fairy-like festivals; 
and when they who hold the positions of host 
and hostess are high in woridly esteem, the 
struggle on the part of mammas and papas to 
obtain invitations for their dariings are some- 
times pitiably ardent. But whea the daughters 
and sons of the family are quite grown up it is 
a wholly different affair. Then the expendi- 
tures take a decidediy personal form. The 
young gentieman sends to his preferred femi- 
nine friends boxes of bon bons where the 
sweets themselves form but a thinly Aisguised 
excuse for the exquisit beauty and finish of 
the bonbonniéres. These are afterward easily 
used for jewel-cases or glove-boxes, and it is 
no exaggeration to state that in this way hun- 
dreds of dollars are often expended on a single 
sumptuous present. The fair recipient winks 
innocently enough at so transparentiy deceit- 
ful a proof of bomage, whereas she might hoid 
herseif to be vuilgariy insulted if a ring or 
brooch of corresponding price bad been offered 
for ber acceptance. Among rich young 
ladies the same ecilegantiy artful system pre- 
vails.

It is 
Christmas, and if New York children are 
beguiled by their ‘more giaring bumbug of a 
Santa Claus, why should not children a trifle 
older be encertained on the same 
illusive pian? 
Shops along Broadway and Fifth avenue are 
of late more profusely decorated with ever- 
greens than in previous times, and yet among 
purileus rarciy trod by any except the so- 
called plebeian toot (and, alas! in this Repub- 
lic, which was begun for the purpose of saving 
us from piebeianism, how enormous a quantity 
one meets of it!) you find, I should say, the 
most assertive evidences that Chr stmas bas 
really come. That large tract known as Tomp- 
kins square, on che extreme eastern side of the 
town—a domain, by the way. not unlike the 
Gardens of the Tuileries m Paris; could one 
separate from its encompassments the squalid 
tenement houses of Avenue A, Avenue B. and 
Sixth street—reveals at Christmas, in its con- 
tiguous streets, a giadsome ition of 
Christmas which we might search after quite 
vainly elsewhere. Beer saloons and concert sa- 
loons are copiously adorned witb green festoons. 
In front of many shops, long before Christmas 
has arrived, we meet sheaves and piles of the 
symbolic tree already garnered and for sale at 
absurdly small prices. This effect of greenery, 
in the cold and shabby quarters about Tomp- 
kins Square, is not to be despised. Its cheer- 
fulness has a more telling charm than ali the 
cheap toys and smart-looking yet tawdry wares 
on exbibition ever; where. Its accent of re- 
minder is worth more to an intelligent tourist 
in this district than a thousand of the painted 
jumping-jacks and jacks-in-the-box which 
greet him on all sides. its explanation is not 
difficult, for here lives the German element of 
New York in its most secure stronghold. Our 
Irish population are always indifferent about 
Christmas, but the Germans in New York re- 
tain through generations the sweet, unper- 
ished sentiment and poetry of their Father- 
land. There is perbaps no ation in the 
world so passionately and so loyally alive to 
the claims of Christmas as the German; Santa 
Claus, we all know, is their own saint, to 
whom every other nation possesses merely 
the right of adoption and no more. Those 
8,000 miles of tossing Atlantic billows cannot 
alienate from the hearts of this people their 
calt, almost resembling an idolatry, of dear oid 
Kris Kringle, whose benignancy and chiid-loy- 
ing temperament corresponds to the warm do- 
mestic sympathies of the. German cha 
A decent German mother and father ure never 
so happy as when their children are near them;

No similar bazaar in 
the world does more than equal it, and the fact 
is now pretty generally conceded that the es 
tablisument of this same firm in Paris is about 
the only worthy rival of its New York branch. 
It wannually thronged during the holidays 
both by customers and sight-seers, and the story

A Program of Interest to Musio-Lovers 
Everywhere The New Work, Oolum- 
bus Great Expectations. 


Mm wann, Wis., Dee. 18.—[Special Corre- 
spondence. I— The arrangements for the great 
Singerfest of the North American Sängerbund 
are rapidiy being completed and the affair 
promises to be one of the largest of its kind 
ever beid in this country. The concerts will be 
beld in the Exposition Building, beginning 
Wednesdar, July 21, 1886, and continuing 
throughout the week. The interior of the ex- 
position will be remodeled and rebuilt, so as to 
seat an audience of 10,000 people. The an- 
nouncement was made yesterday that a grand 
orchestra of 102 pieces had been selected, and 
the musicians bave been chosen frum the best 
orchestras in Milwaukee, Chicago, St. Louis, 
Cincinnati, and New York. S. C. Jacobson of 
Cincinnati, formerly with Theodore Tuomas. 
Has been selected as music master to act under 
Prof. Catenbusen, the general musical director. 

Quite a sensation has been created in music- 
al circles by the announcement that the 
Singerfest had induced the famous male 
chorus of Vienna to visit Milwaukee. A cable-

gram announces that the chorus, composed of 
the most renowned singers of Vienna, has 
finally concluded to undertake the trip, and 
the official statement to this effect and the 
formal invitation and acceptance will be made 
public in a few days. The chorus is composed 
of an even 100 singers, and will make the trip 
per epecial steamer and train. The soloists 


will include a number of great stars, 
but their names will not be made 
public until May 1 next. It is 
estimated that the Siingerfest will 


bring 20,000 singers to the city, and quarters 
have already been provided for large dvlega- 
tions from Cincinnati, Buffalo, New York, St. 
Louis, Louisville, Philadelphia, and many 
other cities. Chicago alone will send 1,000 
singers and one society has already asked for 
quarters for 200 singers. Probably more than 
100,000 strangers will be attracted to the 
Siingertest and $50 000 Well be expended in en- 
tertaining the visitors. The expenses of all 
the visitors will be paid by the Singerbund., 
A guarantee fund is being raised to defray 
any deficiencies that may occur, and the 
Finance Committee reports that he fund bas 
already reached the large sum of $140,000 and 
it will be pushed to $200,000.

A NEW YORK PAPER VOICES AN ALLEGED 
CALL FOR IRISH PATROITS, 

New York Times: The creation of the State 
of Ireland, sustaining a loosely federal relation 
to its sister island. Great Britain, seems to be 
the most probable outcome of Mr. Parnell’s 
victory. A new legisiature will be formed to 
meet at Dublin and to take charge of Irish af- 
fairs in general, and the local affairs of Irish 
municipalities, it is to be expected, will be 
administered according to charters devised for 
that purpose. 

It is Obvious that Ireland will suffer from the 
lack of statesmen trained to administer such a 
form of government unless some steps are 
taken to meet this want. Nobody in Ireland 
has any experience in the working of the new 
institutions under which she is to be governed, 
But, most fortunately, there are Irishmen en- 


tirely devoted to the cause of Ireland who 
have acquired this experience in avundant 
measure. The Municipal and State Legislatures 
of this country, especiaily of the former, have 
been conducted utterly regardless of expense 
as a training-school ior Irish statesmen. The 
result is that the Irish who have emigrated to 
America abound in those qualities in which the 
Irish who have remained in Ireland are so con- 
spicuously deficient. The Boards of Aldermen 
of New York and Chicago alone can ftrnish 
more Irish statesmen versed in the practical 
working of free institutions than can be found 
in all Ireland. i 

There never was a more exact and felicitous 
adjustment of supply and demand. Irish- 
men who have received an extremely liberal 
education in the holding of American offices 
are the Irishmen whose hearts have aiways 
beat most warnily and tneir tongues worked 
most rapidiy for their native land. Other 
Irishmen in America bave become much like 
other Americans, and have devoted themselves 
to the duties of American oitizenship. But 
the Irish politicians have remuined Irish to the 
core, and have never flinched from the duty of 
Genouncing Engiand and announcing their 
willingness to shed the last drop of their blood 
for Ireland. They have not been called upon 
to shed any. They are not called upon to shed 
any now. All that is required of them is to go 
back to Ireland and heip their inexperienced 
countrymen to make the experiment of home- 
rule successful, They can gradually introduce 
into their own land the pol tical improvements 
they have brought to such perfection here and 
in Boston, Chicago, and other Northern cities. 
The New York police, the New York Excise 
Board, the New York Department of Public 
Works, the New York Board of Aidermen— 
these are specimens of the institutions they 
can transplant, with the workings of which 
they are thoroughly familiar. They cannot 
expect to attain at once with these appliances 
of government the success to which they have 
arrived bere. Ireland is not rich enough to 
stand it. But they can anticipate the taxpay- 
img capabilities of the island and put the tax- 
paying machinery in a condition to grow up 
with the countrys.

ARRANGEMENTS FOR THE COMING RIVER 
CONVENTION — SECRETARY LAMAR AND 
THE CATTLEMEN—THE BUILDING BOOM. 
Kansas City, Mo., Dec. 19.—[Special.|—The 

29th of this month the Missouri River Improve- 
ment Convention will be held in this city. The 
convention will perhaps be the most important 
one of the kind that has ever been held, inas- 
much as the question of making the Missouri 
River navigable will be dealt wich. Among 
those expected to be present are the Executive 
Committee on Improving Western Waterways, 
adelegation appointed by the St. Paul Com- 
mission to present a memorial to Congress, 
the railroad commission, delegates from Ne- 
braska, Kansas, lowa, Montana, Dakota, Min- 
nesota, and other States, members or Congress, 
and representatives from the various boards 
of trade throughout the country. In all 
about 800 celegates are expected. Great inter- 
eat is being taken In river improvement, and 
preparations for the entertainment of the dele- 
gates are in progress and a big convention is 
assured. 

Considerable diesatisfaction exists among 
large cattie-owners in this city on accountof a 
telegram received from man Warner 
yesterday to the effect that Secretary Lamar 
had reconsidered his decision to allow the cattle 
at present wintering in Oklaboma to remain 
there.

CRUELTY TO CRIMINALS. 

The bumane reader will be glad to learn that 
afew people are awakening bere to the terribly 
ervel character of the treatment of criminals 
in England. Under the system which preceded 
the present prisoners were treated not too 
kindly at all, but with the injudicious loose- 
ness which is no kindness and which destroys 
discipline. Now the system is to deliberately 


reduce with scientific aid the prisoner to a 
utmost 
care is taken to completely deprive 
him of anything like enjoyment. His food is 
simply calculated to support life, and be sleeps 
@u planks without a bed because, forsooth, sol- 
@iers do the same in barracks, which, by the 
way, is a very neediess, silly thing, since even 


‘g Gog or any other animal instinctively chooses 
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@ soft bed, and borses are allowed straw. The 
extreme of ingenuity is employed to crash out 
anything like interest in anything, and to make 
the subject feel that he 1s in that deepest state 
of degradation—perfectiy indifferent to any- 
body. The result of this 1s that be falls back 
entire y on bis past life, and continues to de- 
velop it and keep it before bim. This system, 
instead of reforming bim into something new, 
hardens bim more and more into the oid. 
Yesterday there was given the annual 
supper for the criminal classes in the Drury 
Lane Chapel. There is asmali association which 
makes it a business to do something for die- 
charged prisoners. At this supper Lord Cole- 
ridge spoke at length, and, as no man in Eu- 
giand knows criminais better than he, his 
words were of great value. He spoke of the 
deadly strength, the unbending pertinacity, 
the infinit variety of the temptations which 
produce crime, and of the very little good he 
could do by any punishment be inflicted.” 
Prison discipline as it now exists, he declared, 
very seldom resulted in any real moral re orma- 
tion. To reform this two things sbouid be ob- 
served. First of all, in his judgment, a very 
much greater leniency sbould de intro 
duced nto the scale of our punisb- 
ments. The severity of punish- 
ments and long terms of imprison- 
t were productive of almost unmixed evil. 
ery bad indeed was the system of sentencing 
fo jong and beavy terms those who had mereiy 
guilty of slignt offenses, because they 
were repeated. His heart bad often been filled 
With pity and dismay at cases where men had 
passed many long years in prison for offenses 
which altogether bardiy amounted to mere 
tty larcenies. All of this created crime. 
physical conditions of a metropolis and 
the provisions of the statute-book rendered it 
gl difficult to make way against the 
flood of crime. On his visit to 
America he saw on one of the islands near New 
York a sort of home for girls and boys who 
were sent there for minor offenses which would 
eondemn many a poor little fellow here to be a 
felon for life.

A few evenings ago, when going through a 
low slum, I saw a very poorly-ciad little girl of 
about 4 years of age walking along crying bit- 
terly. Round her eye was a great, crue! bruise. 
A boy, she said, had hit ber in the eye and run 
away. Icomforted her somewbat with a pen- 
my, as she at once made a right-about-face for 
a candy-shop, but still she could not forbear 
Weeping, as she went, for pain. Among ail 
the people about there was not one who would 
not have grinned to see the blow or hear the 
child tell ber story—it would have seemed to 
them to be funny or piquant. 

I attribute the existence of so much degrada- 
tion in Engiand chiefly to the power and influ- 
enoe ot aris Here, as in India, it is the 
Brabmin who creates the pariah. Where the 
poor feel that there is a caste above them into 
which it is hopeless for them to penetrate in 
any way they resign themselves to inferiority.

AN AMERICAN WITH A RECORD. 


COL. CHARLES LONG, EGYPTIAN VETERAN 

AND AFRICAN EXPLORER, NOW IN THE 
. CITY—HE BELIEVES GORDON LIVES. 

Two of the four American officers who en- 
tered the service of the Khedive in 1870 and 
who, as pioneers in the Egyptian service, were 
koown as the Old Guard,“ are in the city. 
They are Gen. W. W. Loring, who attained the 
rank of Pasha, and Col. Charles Long, who be- 
came a Bey. The meeting of the two in an ac- 
cidental way yesterday at the Palmer was a 
somewhat remarkable coincidence. Both have 
been for some time out of the Egyptian 
service and both wiil spend most of the winter 
in Chicago. In addition to his military career 
in Egypt, Col. Long, as is well known, dis- 
tinguished himself by his expioretions in the 
Soudan, discovering the Lake Iberine and es- 
tablishing the fact, long in dispute among 
geographers, that it, together with the 
Lakes Albert and Victoria Nyanza, formed the 
source and reservoirs of the Nile. He also 
served under Gen. Gordon as his chief of statt, 
and expresses his opinion that Gen. Gordon is 
yet alive. 

**I believe,”’ he said, that Gordon was not 
killed at Khartoum, from the fact, knowing 
him so well, that he would not voluntarily give 
himself up to death. You may remember bis 
Orginal mission was to the Congo codntry and 
that he was diverted to the Soudan. He took 
with him $200,000 and distributed it among the 
people. It was bere he made his fatal mistace 
in believing these people could be bought eo 
easily when they belonged to a religious so- 
cety. In tact, he was entirely mistaken about 
the rebellion. He thought it political, but it 
was religious as well. 

Tang up his diary there is a vein of mock- 
ery all through it. in one place he says he 
can leave the city freely, ana in twenty-four 
days after be tells his people to go over to the 
Mahdi, and 24,000 did go over. He seemed 
about to leave the people, and, not willing that 
those who had been faithful to him should 
suffer, he appeared to be reluctant to go with- 
out doing something to protect them from the 
Mahdi. These stories, in this connection, about 
treachery will not bear a close examination. 

In the evidence about his death there is too 
much divergence not to cast discredit on all of 
it. Some saw him shot, some saw bis head cut 
off, and scarcely twoof the tweive alleged eye- 
witnesses of his death saw the same thing. 
There is so much of this that one is inclined to 
beiieve that the whole was manufactured by 
the Mahdi’s agents. 

** Failing in bis object at Khartoum is it un- 
likely that be returned to his original intention 
of gom to the Congo region? He had five 
steamers left, and having prepared the people 
for his departure he could have easily placed 
his troops, who may have numbered 3,000, on 
board and gone to the South. The region is 
familiar to me, and I see no reason why he 
could not have done eo. Fifteen hundred miles 
on the Nile would have brought bim to Gon- 
dakora, where he would have been received in 
a very friendly way and been given an oppor- 
tunity to carry out what he believea to be his 
‘mission’ in establishing a kingdom over the 
blacks. If this is the case four cr five months 
yet might elapse before he could reach civiliza- 
tion, since the return route has been cut by the 
we iy successes in the Soudan.

Let me give you an idea of the amount of 
work thé orcbestra of the opera-house do in 
one week. They rehearsed and played Die 
Walküre and the Queen of Sheba,” re- 
bearsed in public the music of the symphony 
concert, and Saturday night, notwithstanding 
all this previous labor, they gave the difficuit 
music of a new symphony in a manner that 
delighted the most critical musicians present. 

1 wish that none of you wouid trust to de- 
scriptions of the German opera, but come and 
hear for yourself, even if you do have to 
mount to the roof. Lou all know that it is 
conceded that music sounds better from on 
high. I heard some society ladies suying some 
time ago that they bad selected the upper in 
preference to the lower tiers. Below they were 
disturbed by the visiting they had to do in 


their own boxes, distracted by having to look 


back or forward and talk with their neighbors, 
and all the social slavery interfered with their 
hearing the score as they wished from 
beginning to end. I imagine, thougn, 
of those amidst whom 1 
cockloft were not there 
on that account solely, but went there, like 
myselt, for the reason that, if they didn’t get 
opera from that altitude, they wouldn't be 
likely to have any at all. We were surrounded 
with such an attentive collection of people— 
music-lovers, I am sure, from the silence they 
observed. After the first performance, when 
I emerged into the foyer and found ali these 
hitherto quiet people collected in groups ges- 
ticulating and gabbling German as fast as they 
could fetch out those heavy guttural tones, I 
could hardly believe them to be the same ab- 
sorbed, almost motionless people who, a few 
minutes before, were taking in each note. 

The young Walter Damrosch looks younger 
than ever since be has stepped into his father’s 
place and waves his baton over the baid and 
gray beads of the orchestra. He is really only 
23. The last time Isaw him before the death 
of his father he led the choir in Mr. Beecher’s 
chureb. He wore his bair long and brushed 
straight back from his brow like the portraits 
of the German composers. The shock 
of hair is now shorn, and he 
is dignified and seems to fill dis 
place satisfactorily. The directors of the 
opera-house sent him to Germany last summer 
to engage the best operatic leaders of the other 
side, and the gossips say he is sometimes in 
danger of losing his place by reason of the 
excelience of these fresh importations. It 
seems to me it would be like making a man 
cut down the timber to make his own coffin, if 
that proves to be the action of the directors. I 
hear of him as pleasure-loving, with little idea 
of business, but a quiet, level-headed brother 
in the orchestra does the latter for him and 
acts as the balance-wheel. 


THE “QUEEN OF SHEBAH.” 

Many voices will teil you of the perfect 
music, but who ever speaks of the different 
mise en scene of Goldmark's opera of the 
Queen of Sheba” ought to dip his pen in 
gorgeous color before, he writes. An East- 
ern scene admits of splendor, and certainly no 
opportunity was neglected in the stage-setting 
and costuming. 1 certainiy gained my first 
idea of what the glory of Soloman meant. The 
depth of the stage made a vista 
which showed to advantage the rows 
of pillars ornamented with Egyptian 
symbols, and these, with the massive sphinx, 
the statuesque lions, the throne itseif, were not 
only grandly fine, but firmly piaced. I think 
the effect is often marred by the way one ago- 
nizes over the suspicion of swaying and gen- 
eral unsteadiness that is often seen in stage 
architecture. We waited a long time for the 
entrance of the Queen of Sheba. She was pre- 
ceded by so many soldiers of different legions, 
armor, and standard-bearers, ladies of tue

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SWEET, THE BARITONE, 


TELLS WHY HE LEFT THE AMERICAN OPERA 
COMPANY—HIS RELATIONS WITH THEO- 
DORE THOMAS. 

Mr. George Sweet, the baritone, returned 
last night from New York, and an interview 
was sought with him to get at the facts as to 
that alleged rumpus between him and Theo- 
dore Thomas, artistic leader of the American 
opera company, which was currently reported 
to have ended in Mr. Sweet’s parting compaay 
with Thomas. 

* There was no row with Mr. Thomas,“ said 
Mr. Sweet. I parted the best of friends with 


Mr. Thomas and Mr. Charles E. Locke, manager 
of the American opera company. I left bere 
six weeks ago and commenced to return about 
four weeks ago. The season ot the American 
opera company will open Jan. 4 with the opera, 
‘The Taming of the Shrew,’ composed by Goetz 
some eight or ten years ago, but never per- 
formed in this country. I was tocreate in it 
the part of Petruchio. The point I wanted to 
make in singing in this opera was to show the 
New York people that I had not retrograded 
since the time I sang with Gerster, and that I 
had good bottom left in my voice. Now, then, 
I was not allowed to sing my part as I wanted 
to. At the fret rebearsal I found that I should 
not be able to stay with the company.” 

„What was the precise difficulty they had 
with you?” 

„J was not permitted to exencise any indi- 
viduality. In my solo parts, when I wished to 
make what is called mezzo di voce, using a 
tremolo, or to give to my voice an expansive 
tone so as to fill the theatre—in fact, when 
I desired to give any coloring to my notes I 
was stopped short. I wanted to dan aids 
to asinger’s art, because 1 belie the work 
itself permitted this, but I wae held strictly 
to metrical time, no latitude being allowed me 
at all, no rallentandos, no shading, to., 
even when the poet’s intention chimed in with 
this. The artist, I think, ought to have latitude 
enough to express the idea of the poet, because 
if the composer is a great man he'll have 
caught the idea of the poet himself. The diff 
culty, however, with most musicians is that in- 
stead of paying sufficient attention to the 
dramatic side the musical part alone is con- 
sidered.”” Mr. Sweet here exhibited a copy of 
the letter tendering his resignation, as follows: 

New YORK, Dec. 12, 1885.—My Dear Mr. Locke: 1 
am intensely grieved about the manner my affairs 
have turned since my arrival. 1 arrived full of 
ambition and with a conviction that my services 
would have been valuable to your institution, but 
from my first rehearsal with the director I saw 
that I could never do anything and immediately 
sent to you to ask a release, which you 
were so good as to accord me, meanwhile ad- 
vising me that everything would be agreeable after 
Mr. Thomas ana myself could meet and look the 
music over. Your advice I accepted, but the 
crushing sensation I experienced in that first re- 
hearsal (which made me ill and which congested 
my throat so as to render it impossible for me to 
sing at ali) was only intensified in the second 
meeting, as I can see I should have had to sacrifice 
every point in the end. Then, to be informed that 
my cadenzas or phrasing for effect were ali from 
my italian training, which you all knew of before 
you engaged me, and which gave me my reputation 
in art, has wounded my sensibilities until I am too 
sick to almost form an idea. I have gone to con- 
siderable expense, also, outside of the clause which 
provides for all costuming, ete., meaning to make 
my part as strong in every particular as my intelli- 
gence would permit. I was not taught in Italy a 
method of trickery, but to look on al 
music from whatever source with liberality 
and to try always to further and beautify the 
composer’s ideas, claiming the privilege of so 
doing as an artist, atitie conferred upon me by 
public approbation. Itis through the soul that 
an artist becomes invaluable to art—nature to 
itself. Now, Mr. Locke, I am incapable of render- 
ing the part of Petruchio as desired by your di- 
rector, and I pray that you may not be tortured 
further. I remain sincerely, GEORGE SWERT.

The Benefit of Annexation Demonstrated 
by Official Figures Petty Ob- 
jeot ions. 


Some of those who are opposed to the an- 
nexation of the settled territory just outside 
the city limits to Chicago base their objection 
almost entirely on the belief that annexation 
would increase the taxes of property-owners 
and houseboiders in the district. They ac 
knowledge the great advantages to be derived 
from being a part of the city. They would 
have good sewerage, gas, water, street-cars, 
scavenger service, police and fire-department 
protection, and first-class educational advan- 
tanges; but they say: People bave gone out- 
side the city limits to live for economy sake, 
to avoid high taxation, and key are willing to 
put up with many privations for the time being 
on account of the low taxation. 

But it is a great mistake to suppose that sub- 
urban taxation is more moderate than city taxa- 
ton. On the contrary, suburban taxation is 
much higher, not only in the aistricts immediate- 
ly connected with the city but in the country 
villages within ten miles of the city, than in Chi- 
cago, as the tax-books in the County Clerk's 
Office amply prove. The assessments are made 
im the suburbs on the same pian as in Chicago 
—oné-third of the value of the real estate. 
The personal-property tax is perhaps somewhat 
bigher in the suburbs. Property in Lake View 
on the north side of Fullerton avenue is as- 
sessed as highly as property on the city side of 
the same street. Hyde Park property south o! 
Thirty-ninth street is assessed just as higuly as 

roperty immediately inside the city limits. 
rule holds good as far as Cicero, Lake 
View, and Jefferson property, as compared with 
adjoining city property, 16 co The 
perceniage of taxation will therefore deter- 
mine which bears the greater burden, the city 
property or the suburban. 


HYDE PARK TAXES COMPARED WITH CHI- 
CAGO. 

Beginning with Hyde Park the taxation in 
the Oakland district lying along the lake shore 
just south of the city (the tax is determined 
by schoo: district in the country towns) we 
find was $7.709 per $100 valuation in 1884, while 
in the adjoining South Town of Chicago the 
taxation was but $5.218 for that year. The 
rate per $100 for Oakland this year is 87.828. 
while the South Town rate is only $5.377. In 
the Forestville district, south of the Oakland 
one, and ly ing between Drexel and Grand boule- 
vards, the rate in 1884 was 85. 429, and this year 
it is $5.886. In both instances bigner than in 
Chicago. Even in the new school district be- 
tween Grand boulevard and Wabash avenue, 


lying south of Tuirty-ninth street, which was 


organized a year ago without debt and with 
ample school accommodation, the rate 
ie nearly as high as in the city, being $5.338. 
In the central division of Hyde Park, which 
boasts of its economical management, the rate 
for 1884 was $4.919, and this year runs up to 
$5.368. Taking the taxation for the whole 
*“dominion’’ it is about 40 per cent higher 
than in Chicago. In Irondale the tax in 1884 
was $7.769 and this year it is $7.518. Pullman's 
rate last year was $7.019; this year's rate is 
$8.288. South Chicago property-Owners paid 
$7.499 on the $100 in 1884; this year the tax 
has been reduced to $5.658. As A general rule 
about half of the taxes are spent for the sup- 
port of schools, in every respect far inferior 
to those of the City of Chicago. It would pay 
the people of that pornon of Hyde Park with- 
in two miles of the city limits to come into 
Chicago. The other portions of the “domin- 
ion ars not yet ripe for admission. 


TOWN OF LAKE TAXATION. 

There are two districts of the Town of Lake 
which adjoin the city and which ought to be 
part of it. A third district, Englewood, 1s also 
part of industrial and business Chicago. Taxa- 
tion in these districts is much higher than in 
the city. The rate in the Union Stock- Yards dis- 
trict for 1884 was $7.759 per $100 valuation, and 
for 1885 $7.628. The rates in the adjoining por- 
tions of the city for these years were $5.218 and 
$5.377. In the unsettied district west of the 
Stock-Yards the rate in 1884 was $5.379. This 
year it was cut down to $4.968. The Engie- 
wood rate in 1884 was, for that portion lying 
within the Town of Lake, $7.159, and for the 
part in Hyde Park $6.329. This year the rate 
for the Lake tion is $7.328 and for the Hyde 
Park portion $6.788. The average school rate 
is about $3 per $100. The schoois of the town, 
though much better than in the average sub- 
urban district, are not yet equal to those of 
Chicago, and the schools are thé. only things 
that the Lake people can show for t:eir heavy 
taxation. The rest of the taxes go to useless 
town employés and ring contractors. 

CICERO AND JEFFERSON. 

There are but two districts of Cicero joining 
the city—the Brighton Park and the Central 
Park districts. Their taxation must be com- 
pared with that of the West Town of Chicago. 
For the latter the rates are: For 1884, $5.371, 
and for this year, $5.505. The Brighton rates 
correspondimg are $4.897 and $5.003; the Cen- 
tral Park rates $7.997 and $7.083. Even in the 
Villages of Oak Park and Austin in Cicero the 
rates are 50 per cent higher than in Chicago. 
In Austin the rates for 1884 and this year re- 
spectively are $6.167 and $6.583, and in Oak 
Park $8.427 and $7.828. Tne town has neither 
gas, water, nor sewers. It has a few police- 
men. It receives hardly anything in return for 
the town taxes.. The disproportion between the 
taxation in Jefferson and Chicago ie still more 
giaring. In tne Humboldt and Maplewood 
d.etricts, the rate of taxation in 1884 was $8.34 
and $7.557, and in 1885 58.343 and $8.476. In 
the Irving Park district the rate in 1884 was 
$7.857. The rate tor this year bas not been 
made out. In the Village of Jefferson the rate 
last year mounted up to $9.007. The people of 
the two towus bave only, generally speaking, 
fair to middling schools in return for their 
taxes. In Jeffersun, although the teachers are 
good, they are poorly pad and the school- 
buildings are inferior. It would reduce the 
taxes of the residents fully 40 per cent if their 
territory was part of the city. 

EVEN LAKE VIEW I8 HIGHLY TAXED. 

The people of Lake View, just like the people 
of Hyde Park, imagine that they have the most 
economical government in the world, and that 
their taxes are much lighter than if their ter- 
ritory was partof the city. They are greatly 
migtuken, as the following figures will show. 
The tax for the district adjoining the city in 
1884 was $7.667 on $100 valuation, in 1885 the 
tax is $7.553. The rate in the North Town of 
Chicago this year is $5.975, last year the rate 
was $5.855. The school accommodation in 
Lake View, for which about 40 per cent of the 
taxes have been expended, is insufficient. 
There are not enough buildings, and it is not 
likely there will be until the part ef the town 
next to the city becomes part of the city. The 
western end of the town badly needs additional 
schools. The full statutabie limit of taxation 
has been reached, bowever, and no provision 
can be made for them.
